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CALENDAR FOR JANUARY. 
INTRODUCTORY REMARKS, 
January was placed as leader of the months by Numa 
Pompilius, when he added two months (January and 
February) to the Alban Calendar, though it was not 
admitted to the same precedence in this country until 
a motion was made to that effect on March 18, 1750. 
*| The name is derived from Janus, the god of the year, 

in the Roman mythology, to whom the day was sacred. 

The idol Janus was placed over the gate of a temple 
at Rome; and was represented with two faces, the one 
4 that of an old man, being typical of his retrospect of 

the past; and the other, a youthful countenance, de- 
noting prospect of the future. This ingress of the year 
should in fact convert every man into a Janus, that he 
might look back and survey the past year of his life, 
as well as look forward and contrive for that which is 
just begun. 

The Romans sacrificed to Janus on the ninth da 
this month, and to Jove on the thirteenth; and on the 
last, or thirty-first day of the month, they had a cere- 
mony with their household gods, called diis penatibus, 
Janus presides over gates and avenues: thus symbol- 


ically he admitted the new year, and attended the de- 
parture of the old.

18, Prisca,—In 275 St. Prisca was beheaded by order 
of the Emperor Claudius, after having been in vain 
horribly tortured to make her abjure Christianity. 

20. Fabian,—St, Fabian was the nineteenth bishop 
of Rome. He was chosen to that office in the year 
241, and, after being bishop thirteen years, suffered 
martyrdom in the Decian persecution, St. Fabian sent 
St. Dionysius and other preachers into Gaul to perpe- 
tuate the Christion doctrine. 

21. Agnes.—St. Agnes was a young Romish maiden, 
who suffered martyrdom in the reign of Dioclesian, 303. 
In several pee of England females are accustomed to 
meet together on St. Agnes’s Eve, to perform certain 
ceremonials, by which it is imagined they will be

The following are some particulars of the arrival 
of her Majesty at Madeira :-— 

The Howe, 120, Captain Sir James Stirling, ar- 
rived off the island after a pleasant voyage of seven 
days from Lisbon, Her Majesty seemed highly 
gratified with the sea voyage, and passed several 
hours daily on deck with the Duchess Ida and the 
several members of her suite. 

At two p.m, the Queen Dowager, the Duchess 
Ida of Saxe Weimar, accompanied by Prince Ed- 
ward, Colonel Cornwall, and the other members of 
the royal suite, left the Howe, and, attended by 
Captain Sir James Stirling, went ashore, Salutes 
were fired from the citadel and fort, and from a 
Portugese brig lying off the island, At least 4000 
persons had Soner este on the beach to welcome 
the presence of her Majesty, and the day was con- 
sidered a perfect holiday. 

On landing, the pathway was strewed with 
flowers and myrtle branches, the populace evincing 
their gratification at the visit of the illustrious 
Queen by the most respectful bearing. As her 
Majesty passed the most flattering salutations 
were given to the party, who returned the acknow- 
2 ledgments in a gracious manner, 

After visiting the mansion selected for the royal 
suite (the governor’s residence), about half a mile 
from the place where her Majesty and party landed, 
the Queen returned to the Howe to dine and sleep 
on board, 

Next day, directly after luncheon, the Queen 
Dowager, with the Duchess Ida of Saxe Weimar, 
Prince Edward and the Princesses of Saxe Wei- 
mar, Colonel and Mrs, Cornwall, Hon, Miss Sey- 
mour, maid of honour, the Rev. Mr. Hudson, and 
the personages attached to the royal household, 
were conducted on shore by Captain Sir James 
Stirling. Her Majesty then thanked the gallant 
captain for the attention he had displayed, and Sir 
James was also charged to convey her Majest "s 
gracious pleasure to the officers and seamen under 
his command, 

The Dowager Queen then entered a sedan in 
waiting, and was borne to her residence, the 
Duchess Ida and the ladies in the royal retinue 
being accommodated with palanquins. 

Throughout the forenoon the baggage was re- 
moved from the Howe and taken to the governor's 
residence, accompanied by the domestics of the 
royal household, 

ho Howe sailed the same evening; the packet

having left in the day for England, with letters to 
Queen Victoria and members of the Royal Family, 
apprising them of the Dowager Queen’s .sate 
arrival. The weather was remarkably fine, 

We have already described the island: ‘Fun- 
chal, the only town on it, lies on the southern 
coast, and is backed by basalt rocks, which rise 
with a steep ascent towards the interior.

Margaret instantly jumped into the sea up to her 
neck, and pulled one man off the mast by his 
jacket ; Te with the assistance of the boys, con- 
trived to hand him to her sister on the rocks. 
They now threw a rope which they had brought 
with them to the captain, and dragged him ashore. 
By this time all four were in deep water, and in 
perfect darkness, but fearless. 

The third man was afraid to venture. They 
begged him to try, as the tide was rising fast, and 
he would otherwise meet certain death in a few 
minutes, At last he ventured; but the reflux of

one of the boys, and the man, lost their footing an 
Were carried five oy six yards towards the sea, into 
deeper water, For some time they struggled, 
entangled with each other, in the waves ; when at 


length Margaret caught hold of arock and dragged 
the others out of the deep water, Had not ese 
two women been very tall and strong, nearly six 
feat high, the three men must have perished. 


It may be added that such also must have been 
the result had not these two heroic women been 
animated by that fearless courage which the 
noblest sentiments of humanity alone ean inspire.

would be made, at least that night. They were answered 
that their request should be complied with if possible, 
The master of the John fearing, however, that unless 
immediate measures were adopted to get them off the 
wreck the weather might come on again squally and 
prevent him from carrying out his humane intention, 
called for volunteers. The appeal was responded to 
instanter, and Mr. W. M. Hallman, the chief officer 
(a most skilful and intrepid young man), accompanied 
by three brave tars, era tee into a little boat only four- 
teen feet long and pulled for the wreck. Here a for- 
midable obstacle presented itself. In addition to the 
ordinary difficulty of bringing a boat alongside under 
such circumstances, there was escaping from the stern 
astream of water sufficient to overwhelm the boat. 
How true is it that we cannot tell what we can accom- 
plish until we try! The tiny boat approaches the 
wreck, six jump in, and are safely brought to the bark. 
Another trip is made—seven are now taken—but, un- 
fortunately, one of the apprentices falls short in his 
leap, is sucked under the counter of the wreck and dis- 
appeared. These trips occupied an hour and a half. 
The apprehensions of the master were now fulfilled, 
the weather became worse, and the sea began to 
“top,’”’ consequently any further attempts would, to 
all human appearance, have oul involved the loss of 
life; the rescuers were, therefore, reluctantly com- 
pelled to forego their generous exertions. At 9.16 the 
weather became so bad that the bark was obliged to be 
placed close-reefed foretopsail and treble-reefed main, 
and to leave the wreck for safety. - She arrived at Mil- 
ford on Sunday afternoon last. A few days previous 
to their being taken off, a bark, apparently British or 
American, outward-bound, shortened sail and_re- 
mained for a short time, but went away without 
muking any attempt to save their lives. She was under 
toppallant sails, and the attempt would have been 
practicable. A brigantine passed by them in the day- 
time, also outward-bound, only four or five miles from 
them; but did not even alter her course, although she 
was so close to them that the poe fellows could per- 
ceive a small flag at her mast head, She had the cut 
of a Mediterranean trader.’ We should have added 
that those left on the wreck were the master, two sea- 
men, and two apprentices. Relief has been afforded 
from the Shipwrecked Mariners and Fishermen’s 
Society, and the Merchant Seamen’s Fund.—Cambrian 
of Saturday. 


Fires.—In Drury-Lanr.—A fire broke out 
at No, 2, in the occupation of Mr. Smith. A lodger, 
in the first floor, left her two children, one three years 
and the other a few months old, alone for a few 
minutes, and during her absence screams were heard 

roceeding from the room where the children had been 
Tete. The door was found to be locked, and no assist- 
ance could be rendered until the arrival of the police, 
who broke open the door, and found the furniture in 
a general blaze; and in one corner was the eldest child 
completely enveloped in flames, which were not extin- 
guished until life was extinct. The infant was saved. 
In BishOrsGATE-STREET,—A fire broke out on the 
premises of Mr. H. Losky, cigar importer. The in- 
mates had a narrow escape, being rescued by one of 
the machines of the Society for the Protection of Life 
from Fire. ‘Two of them, the shopman and a lad, in 
their hurry to get into the escape, fell over the side, 
but were caught in the police jumping-sheet, which 
was held below. All the upper portion of Mr. Losky’s 
premises was destroyed, and the adjoining houses on 
cither side were much damaged. 


A VesseLn on Fire 1n_ THE Lonpon 
Docxs.—Much alarm was created by a report that a 
vessel was on fire at the western jetty of the London 
Dock, and burning away furiously. On inquiry it 
was found that, though such an accident had oc- 
curred, the facts were much exaggerated by rumour. 
It appears that at the hour above mentioned the 
Tamar ides Hall), which was preparing for a 
voyage to fobart Town, with a general cargo, was 
observed to be in flames. The fire ran rapidly up the 
mizenmast, and in a very brief period _destroye the 
gails and materially damaged the rigging, but owing 
to the prompt measures which were instantly adopted, 
and the means and appliances which can be so quickly 
brought into operation in this establishment when 
auch a rare accident occurs on the premises, the 
flames were epeegiy subdued, and before any ver 
considerable injury iad been sustained by the vessel, 
whose voyage, it is expected, will not be retarded by 
the accident more than one or two days. hi We regret 
to state that one poor fellow, a labourer in the Dock 
Company’s service, who had distinguished himself by 
the zeal and activity which he had exhibited in getting 
the fire under, had a very serious mishap. Whilst 
working away in removing the burning materials he 
held on by a rope, which, unfortunately catching fire, 
yieldedin his grasp, and he fell to the deck from a 
considerable height, sustaining several .severe in- 
juries.

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MARIA LOUISA—WIDOW OF NAPOLEON. 


We this week have to announce to our readers the 
death, in her fifty-sixth year, of Maria Louisa, Arch- 
duchess of Parma, the widow of Napoleon, 


It is curious to those who watch such things to ob- 


serve how almost imperceptibly the links get broken 
which connect the men of the present generation 
with the name and fortunes of Bonaparte, The hero, 
indeed, before whom his glories gradually waned, 
and finally fell, still lives, and long may he continue 
todo so; but with this exception, and some of his 
once adoring soldiery, how few there are remaining 
who had personal knowledge or personal intercourse 
with him whose headstrong and arbitrary will every 
land, except our own, implicitly obeyed! When 
disease had brought his eventful but, latterly, weary 
life to its conclusion on the barren rock of St. Helena 
his name was noised about again for its brief season. 
and was then almost forgotten. The premature death 
of his talented and amiable son, known only to few 
but dearly beloved by those to whom he was known, 
once more for a while brought his father and 
his fate to our memories,

Prepare the petals in double wax, Paint each 
half way down upon both sides, either scarlet or 
purple, If the former, use carmine}; if the latter, 
carmine with ultramarine, Press the thumb in the 
centre of the small petal, so as to occasion both 
ends to bind forward. ‘The large petals are 
similarly curled, but the upper part pinched and 
pressed back, 

Construct the foundation of red wax. Pass two 
strips round the end of a stout wire; press it to a 

oint, and strongly indent it with a curling-pin, 
Paint it very dark purple, almost black (produced 
by mixing prussian blue with carmine). 

Prepare two slips of stamina, in the usual 
manner, of red wax. Place them round the foun- 
dation previously formed ; tinge them at the ends 
with the colour already named—the black purple. 
The small petals are affixed first, and the large 
ones in the intermediate spaces. 

The calyx is placed one inch from the flower, 
except when it is in bud, and then it surrounds 
the same; as the flower expands, it rises and leaves 
the calyx. It is prepared in double green wax, 
and the stem neatly covered with the same,

They had bronght a rayd with them, which they no’ 
threw to the captain anc dragged. him ashore, By this: time 
all fouy were in deep water, and in perfect darkness, but 
carried away by excitement as to feel no fear. ‘The third mer 
fri t they begged him. to try, the tie 
Was rising, and he would meet certain death in a few minutes + 
he at last ventured, but the reflay of the tide wag’ so strolls 
that Margaret Llewellyn, one of the boys, and the man pc 
their footing, were carried five or six yards towards the se 
into deeper water, and were for sonie time struggling, rane OF 
gled with each other in the waves; at last Margaret got be .
